STAFF SKETCHES 
WALTER S. DRISKILL General Manager 


Driskill came to the Colts this year with a fine back- 
ground in athletics. He attended Colorado University and 
received both an M.A. and B.A. in Chinese History. 

While at Colorado, Driskill was outstanding on the Buf- | 
falo football team where he performed at end from 1933 
to 1936. He joined the coaching staff tinder B. F. Oakes 
before graduation and served as freshman mentor for two 
years and coached the line for the same length ‘of time. 
He left Colorado in 1941 to follow Oakes to Wyoming Uni- 
versity. ) 

When the United States entered the war Driskill cast his 
lot with the Navy and became an important cog in Captain 
Tom Hamilton’s athletic program. He was athletic direc- 
tor aboard the U.S.S. Wasp from 1943 to 1945. In addition 
to his other duties he served as Junior Division Officer and 
Damage Control Officer. He was discharged from the ser- 
vice with the rank of Lieutenant Commander but not before 
putting in some time at the United States Pre-Flight School 
at Athens, Georgia, where he was supervisor of their sports 
program. 

Driskill met Jim Tatum, now head coach at the University 
of Maryland, while serving with the Navy V-5 program at 
Pensacola and was offered the job of assistant football 
coach at Oklahoma by Tatum when he left the Navy. He 
accepted and after a year: with the Sooners accompanied 
Tatum to Maryland where he also served as Athletic Direc- 
tor as well as assistant coach with the Old Liners. 

In May 1948 Driskill accepted the position of General 
Manager of the newly re-organized Colts. . 

In the short time he has been with the Colts he has estab- 
lished the reputation of being a hustler and a stickler for 
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details.‘ He is a man of many ideas and a bear for work. 

Driskill is confident that Baltimore is a big league foot-- 
ball town and one that can and will support a major league 
team, but he also knows that any professional sport must 
be run like any other business if they wish to survive. - 

Driskill is married to the former Virginia Lee Maiden of 
Virgina. They havea five year old daughter, Martha. Lynn. 


CECIL ISBELL | Head Coach 
_ Cecil Isbell was initiated into pro ranks last year with the 
‘Célts and the season was not’ t6o’ successful if one looks at 
the standings, but from a coaching point of view; it was su- 
perlative. Isbell came to Baltimore only a few monthe before 
the Colts were due to report to their Hershey, Pa., training 
camp and all he had to work with was the remnants of a 
poor 1946 Miami Seahawk club. It fell the lot of Isbell to at- 
tempt to round up enough players of ability to put a repre- 
sentative team on the field for Baltimore. To say he “beat 
the bushes” in his exhaustive search for players of merit is 
a gross understatement. After thoroughly canvassing the 
broad U. 8. A. for playing talent, Cecil turned toward the 
training site where 71 prospective Colts awaited the open- 
ing gun of the training seige. While 71 appeared to bea 
likely quantity, Cece was disappointed in the quality, and be- 
fore training season closed, more than one hundred differ- 
ent aspirants had passed before the watchful,’ observing 
eyes of the mentors. While the staff, guided by Isbell, 
finally put the stamp of approval on 35 players, the Colts 
were still a full year behind the other clubs. Fortunately, 
their lack of finesse was made up in part by their spirit. 
However, their lack of weight and the qualities of cohesion 
so essential to a successful professional club were too great 
a disadvantage to be overcome. After an opening-game 
victory over Brooklyn, 16-9, the Colts were simply. out- 
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manned if not outgamed and though they fought hard, they 
- could salvage but one more victory and a thrilling 28-28 tie 
with San Francisco. It is significant however, that Isbell 
had put together a team of dubious ability but a team which 
never lost its appeal for the fans. In 1948, with help from 
the league and a crop of promising rookies, the Colts: under 
Ishell should start to produce. 

Now for a little more about the coach himself, after ana- 
lyzing his work of 1947. Cecil hails from Houston, Texas. 
He was an All-America back at Purdue in 19388 and upon 
graduation, was immediately signed by the Green Bay 
Packers. He was one of the greatest passers ever to play . 
in the National Professional League and in spite of such 
competition as Sid Luckman, Sammy Baugh and Davey 
O’Brien, he was considered tops. The curly-haired Texan 
fired passes at the remarkable Don Hutson until the two 
built an all-time pro record in 1942. During that season, 
Cecil hit Hutson with 74 completions for 1,211 yards, 17 of 
the heaves going for touchdowns. 

In 1943, Cecil left Green Bay to return to alma mater as 
backfield coach. The following year he took over as head 
coach and remained at Purdue in that capacity until the 
Colts lured him back to the play-for-pay ranks last year as 
the youngest mentor in the pro game. 


TOM STIDHAM: . | Assistant Coach 

‘ The Colts’ coaching staff a year ago consisted of Head 
Coach Cecil Isbell and five assistants—Tom Stidham, 1947 
line coach, is the only one of the five returning. Cece Isbell 
is sold on Stidham’s ability to build a line and well he might 
be, as Tom has had years of experience doing just that. 
He has been head coach at the University of Oklahoma and 
other top schools but has always been primarily considered 
a line specialist. 


It has been said that Stidham is 15 parts Irish and 1 part 
Indian. At any rate he used the minority sixteenth to deter- 
mine where he played football. That was at the Haskell 
Indian Institute, where he held down a tackle position in 
1924, ’25 and ’26. 

Tom started his coaching career in 1927 and is still going 
strong. From 1927 until 1934, he coached at Northwestern 
University. He then went to the University of Oklahoma 
where, for the next two years, he was line coach under Biff 
Jones. In 1937, Jones left the Sooners to replace Dana X. 
Bible at Nebraska, and Tom took over at Oklahoma as Head 
Coach and Athletic Director. His team of 1938 put Okla- 
homa on the grid map. They completed the year without 
defeat, giving the school its first Big Six title and first bowl 
game. On January 1, 1939, they encountered Tennéssee in 
the Orange Bowl classic and the Okies were on their way as 
powers in big-time football. 

Stidham moved to Marinette U. as head coach in 1941 and 
remained there for 5 years until, in 1946, he cast his lot 
with the Buffalo Bills of the All-America Conference. He 
came to the Colts at Coach Isbell’s request soon after the 
Baltimore team was organized. | 


LOU DE FILIPPO Assistant Coach 

Big Lou De Filippo is a welcome addition to the 1948 
Colt Coaching staff because of his former playing ability 
and knowledge of the game, as well as his proven knack of 
imparting the finer points of football to his less-experienced 
juniors. 

He learned his: football at Fordham, where, as regular 
center for the Rams, he was one of the outstanding linemen 
in the East, if not the:-whole country, from 1937 through 
1941. During his senior year, he was the captain of his 
team, which he led into the Cotton Bowl in a. post-season

affair. Lou was also a meriber of the Eastern All-Stars 
that year. _ 

De Filippo first signed a professional contract with the 
New York Giants and played with that National League 
team for one season before joining the Navy. 

While in service he attended Purdue as a V-2 student, and 
found time to assist Cecil Isbell in tutoring the Boilermak- 
ers. He also played at Camp Perry in 1944 before shipping 
out of the U.S. for the Philippines. Upon termination of his 
war-time duties, he returned to the New York Giants and 
won a starting berth on the 1945 eleven. He was also with - 
the New York club in ’46 and 747. At the close of last season, 
he accepted a coaching offer from Fordham, but an urgent, 
help wanted plea from Isbell‘made him change his mind and 
he once more returned to the pro game. Lou is a hard 
worker who demands perfection, and that is what the Colts 
will give him before the season is over. 


PLAYER SKETCHES 


LEE ARTOE (ar’ toe) tackle 

Born in Tacoma, Washington, on December 3, 1917. Big, 
powerful, rough and a real veteran of major league pro 
football, Artoe is considered one of the Colts’ prize catches 
of the season. With the Los Angeles Dons last year, Lee 
had decided to retire. The call of the pigskin became too 
strong, however, and he was signed by the Colts-as a free 
agent during the past summer. After a career as an All- 
America tackle at the University of California, Artoe joined 
the Chicago Bears in 1940. He was All-League for three 
consecutive years in the National circuit.-.Moving to the - 
Dons in 1946, Lee proceeded to win All-Conference honors 
in the AAFC. Besides being:a top-drawer lineman, Artoe 
is the possessor of a talented place-kicking toe'and through- 
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out his years in the play-for-pay game has been a field goal 
and extra point specialist. He is married and lives in Des 
Moines, Iowa. : 


JACK D. BALDWIN Center 


Born July 31, 1921, in Clyde, Texas. Played football at 
* Gladwater High in Texas, where he was captain two years 
and made the All-State team in 1940. Entered Centenary 
College in Shreveport, La., and played one year before 
entering the Army Air Corps. While in the service, played 
center for the 2nd Air Force team in 1944 and ’45. Went 
into pro ranks in 1946 with the New York Yankees. Trans- 


ferred to San Francisco 49’ers last season and came to Balti- _— 


more as part of league-balancing move. ‘Jack is married 
and now lives in Abilene, in his native state. 


RICHARD J. BARWEGEN (bar’weegn) “Dick” Guard 

Born on Christmas Day, 1922, in Chicago, Illinois. Star- 
red first at Fenger High School in Chicago where he made 
four letters, was captain his senior year and led his team 
to three state championships. Continued his outstanding 
work at Purdue University under Coach Cece Isbell. Made’ 
All-America team in his senior year. Dick is the only line- 
man ever to to be selected to participate in four college 
All-Star games. In addidtion, he captained last year’s All- 
Star squad to a victory over the Chicago Bears. While in 
service, he performed one year with the 4th Air Force eleven 
and one season with the 2nd Air Force team. Signed by 
the New York Yankees last year, Dick became one of the 
best first-year men ever to play pro ball. He not only won 
a starting spot from a seasoned veteran, but also was cho- 
sen on the All-Conference team. When Coach Isbell was 
asked who he would like to have to help strengthen the Colts 
this year. Barwegen was one of the first men he.thought of.

HUBERT E. BECHTOL (beck’ tyl) “Hub” End 

Born in Amarillo, Texas, on April 20, 1926. Played three 
years of football at the Lubbock, Texas High School, cap- 
taining the club in hi8 senior year. He entered Texas Uni- © 
versity, and under the tutelage of Coach Dana X. Bible, be- 
came one of the greatest ends in the history of the South- 
western Conference. Hub received All-America recognition 
in.1944, 1945 and 1946. He was enrolled in the Navy V-12 
and V-6 programs for 2 years during the war. Bechtol is 
married and the father of a young son, Roy. 


PETER J. BEREZNEY (burr ez’ nee) “Pete” Tackle 

Born on November 14, 1923, in Jersey City, New Jersey. 
Played tackle for four years with Dickinson High School in 
Jersey City. He was captain during his senior year, and 
made the All-State team as well as the All-Metropolitan. 
Entered Notre Dame and was a regular for two years under © 
Coach Frank Leahy. Played his first professional football 
last year with the Los Angeles Dons, where he shared a 
regular starting berth with Lee Artoe. Pete’s brother, Paul, 
was a Fordham great who played pro ball with the Green 
Bay Packers during the years when Cecil Isbell was the 
guiding light of the great team.
